Melon Lice Put 
In Appearance 


Melon growers 
have 
reported 
appearance of aphids, or “lice”, on 
a few of their melon vines, accord­ 
ing to County Agent Lane of Scott 
County. 
These insects are quite 
prolific and a few in num ber on 
first appearance soon become an 
infestation. 
These insects are the 
“sucking 
type”. 
The under sides of leaves 
on the plant affected, inside 
the 
curl, are generally crowded with 
very small, yellow, 
green, 
and 
black aphids, some winged, others 
wingless, and of several sizes. On 
heavily infested plants the insects 
suck enough of the sap to cause 
death of the plant. 
Since the attack on melons com­ 
monly begins in 
small 
scattered 
spots over the field, 
such 
spots 
should be watched for, 
and 
the 
aphids 
destroyed 
before 
they 
spread. If the grower watches his 
melons 
carefully, 
pulling 
and 
burning 
the 
scattered 
infected 
vines, may prevent 
the 
insects 
from getting a start. 
The aphid may be controled by 
dusting with a nicotine dust. The 
dust may be prepared 
in 
small 
quantities, by mixing one once of 
nicotine sulphate (Black Leaf 40), 
to 1 lb. of hydrated lime; or for a 
larger quantity 1 lb. nicotine sul­ 
phate to 19 lbs. 
hydrated 
lime. 
Place the correct amount of lime, 
and add the correct 
am ount 
of 
nicotine sulphate to it in a 
con­ 
tainer which can 
be 
closed 
up 
tightly. (Directions for construct­ 
ing a home-made m ixer to handle 
large amounts may be secured at 


the county agent’s office.) 
Place 
about 15 small stones in the con­ 
tainer with the lime and nicotine, 
to assist with the mixing. Roll or 
shake the container for about 5 
minutes—the more thorough 
the 
mixing, the better results will be 
obtained. Since this m ixture forms 
a gas to kill the insects, it must be 
kept in closed containers until put 
in the duster. 
For best 
results 
funnels or cones, that will fit over 
the plant, made of tin 
or 
card­ 
board. should be placed over the 
plant and left there for about five 
minutes after the dust is applied. 
The dusting must be done dur­ 
ing the heat of the day—about 11 
a. m. to 3 p. m. When there is very 
little mosture present. Wind blow­ 
ing also detracts from the effec­ 
tiveness of the dust.

to first roll the leg of the stocking down and slip the 
foot through the roll into the toe. Then straighten the 
foot seam, and slowly unroll the stocking, smoothing 
it up over the leg with the finger tips and straighten? 
ing the leg seam at the same time. 
Don’t wear garters after they have lost their 
elasticity. They should have plenty of stretch. The 
garter should always be clasped half-way down the 
welt or reinforced part of the stocking, never in the 
sheer part below the welt. Fasten garters while still 
seated in order to allow for knee action. 
It is important, too, to buy the correct size and 
length of stocking. The size stocking to buy is the 
actual length of your foot in inches, from the back of the heel to the end 
of the toe, measured along the side of the foot. 
The approximate length of stockings you require is from the point 
where you fasten your garters to the bottom of the heel, measured at 
the side. Variations in size of ankle, calf and top measurem ents make 
some difference in length requirements. The standard lengths for hosiery 
are 28 inches (short) 30 inches (average) and 32-33 inches (extra long). 
Avoid contact with sharp or rough objects, such as rough finger 
or toe nails, hard callouses or corns, settings of rings, slivers of wood 
and rough places on chairs, and particularly desks, if vou are an office 
worker. Short bristly hair on the legs may also injure the delicate silk 
thread m sheer stockings. Keep your toe nails smoothly pedicured, if 
you have dry skin on feet or legs, use a skin lotion on it as regularly as 
you do on your hands. If you are careful, many of the snags pulled 
threads and runs which happen so quickly and are so disastrous, can be 
avoided.

Melon Lice Put 
In Appearance 


Melon growers 
have 
reported 
appearance of aphids, or “lice", on 
a few of their melon vines, accord­ 
ing to County Agent Lane of Scott 
County. 
These insects are quite 
prolific and a few in num ber on 
first appearance soon become an 
infestation. 
These insects are the 
“sucking 
type”. 
The under sides of leaves 
on the plant affected, inside 
the 
curl, are generally crowded with 
very small, yellow, 
green, 
and 
black aphids, some winged, others 
wingless, and of several sizes. On 
heavily infested plants the insects 
suck enough of the sap to cause 
death of the plant. 
Since the attack on melons com­ 
monly begins in 
small 
scattered 
spots over the field, 
such 
spots 
should be watched for, 
and 
the 
aphids 
destroyed 
before 
they 
spread. 
If the grower watches his 
melons 
carefully, 
pulling 
and 
burning 
the 
scattered 
infected 
vines, may prevent 
the 
insects 
from getting a start. 
The aphid may be controled by 
dusting with a nicotine dust. The 
dust may be prepared 
in 
small 
quantities, by mixing one once of 
nicotine sulphate (Black Leaf 40), 
to 1 lb. of hydrated lime; or for a 
larger quantity 1 lb. nicotine sul­ 
phate to 19 lbs. 
hydrated 
lime. 
Place the correct amount of lime, 
and add the correct 
am ount 
of 
nicotine sulphate to it in a 
con­ 
tainer which can 
be 
closed 
up 
tightly. (Directions for construct­ 
ing a hom e-m ade m ixer to handle 
large amounts may be secured at 


the county agent’s office.) 
Place 
about 15 small stones in the con­ 
tainer with the lime and nicotine, 
to assist with the mixing. Roll or 
shake the container for about 5 
m inutes—the more thorough 
the 
mixing, the better results will be 
obtained. Since this m ixture forms 
a gas to kill the insects, it must be 
kept in closed containers until put 
in the duster. 
For best 
results 
funnels or cones, that will fit over 
the plant, made of tin 
or 
card­ 
board. should be placed over the 
plant and left there for about five 
minute* after the dust is applied. 
The dusting must be done dur­ 
ing the heat of the day—about 11 
a. m. to 3 p. m. When there is very 
little mosture present. Wind blow­ 
ing also detracts from the effec­ 
tiveness of the dust.
